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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species A in the reply filed on 3/21/05 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 8-14 have been withdrawn for pertaining to a non-elected 
embodiment. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in France, application number 0216464 on 12/20/2002. It is noted, 
however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the above-mentioned French 
application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because the first sheet of the drawings, containing 
a drawing of a booster, is labeled as "Abstract". It is believed that this sheet should be 
cancelled since it appears to be included by mistake. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
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only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to because: 

• The Abstract contains legalese. 

• It fails to meet the guidelines as provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b). 

• Page 1, line 30 and page 6, line 31, disclose an "incompressible material, such 
as rubber or an elastomer". This is contradictory with common understanding of 
the property of rubber and an elastomer wherein rubber and an elastomer 
normally are compressible. 

Appropriate corrections of the above objections are required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

• In claim 1 , the claimed limitation "borne by the plunger and able to be 
moved in axial sliding with respect to the latter" is confusing since 
Applicant has not specified which element is "the latter". This claimed 
limitation has not been treated due to the indefiniteness. 

• In claim 1, a comma should be inserted between "means of axially 
immobilizing the feeler" and "the said immobilizing means". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bacardit (WO 
01/89899A1). Note that USP 6,655,139 is being used for the rejection because it is the 
English equivalent of the WO document. 
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Bacardit shows a pneumatic brake booster particularly for a motor vehicle in 
figures 3-5, as in the present invention, comprising an axial piston 22 interposed 
between a push rod 28 and a plunger 46 mounted at the end of a control rod 38, and 
emergency brake assist means comprising a feeler 52, 58 and means 60 of axially 
immobilizing the feeler, the said immobilizing means being able to block the feeler with 
respect to the plunger at rest and under braking when the rate of travel of the control 
rod and of the plunger is below a limit value, and to allow the plunger to slide with 
respect to the feeler in the direction of reducing the axial length of the plunger-feeler 
assembly under emergency braking when the rate of travel of the control rod and of the 
feeler is above the said limit value as shown in column 7, line 54 to column 8, line 18, 
the feeler comprising means 71 collaborating with the piston to define a position of rest 
of the feeler, characterized in that the aforementioned means defining a rest position for 
the feeler comprise a pin 71 mounted in a transverse orifice, oblong slots, of the feeler 
as shown in figure 5. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
